centre of the Political World, where the evil feemed beyond’ redrefs, firft induced ' 
him to tum his thoughts towards an undertaking, certainly the moft extenfive in its » 
~~ nature ever engaged in by an individual in thefe kingdoms.

Situation—Boundaries—Extent—Soil—and Produéhions, 


ERMANY lies between 1° and 16° 40° E. longitude from Paris *, and between 
45°15’ and 55° N. latitude. It is bounded on the north by the North Sea, 
Denmark, and the Baltic Sea; on the eaft, by Pruffia, Poland, and Hungary; on 
the fouth, by the Gulf of Venice, Italy, and Switzerland; on the weft, by France, 
the North Sea, and ‘the United Netherlands. In length it is about 600 miles, almoft 

as much in breadth, and contains near 200,000 fquare miles. 
_ The fouthern part of the country is mountainous, woody, and almoft throughout 
; fruitful and well cultivated, The northern part is more level; towards the fea, in 
many places lies very low, and contains large barren waftes, interfperfed with 
bie forefts, and many very fertile diftriéts. The air is temperate, and in general 
healthy. The chief mountains are, the Vogefian mountains between the Rhine and the 
,Mofelle, the Schwarz wald and the Alp Mountain in Swabia; the Alps on the borders 
_ of Switzerland and Italy; Kalenberg in Auftria; the White Mountains between 
Moravia and Hungary 3 the Giant Mountains in Silefia, on the frontiers of Bohemia; 
‘the Fic te berg in Franconia; and the Harz and Brocken in Lower Saxony. The

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principal rivers are, the Danube, Rhine, Wefer, Elbe, and Oder, ‘The Danube 
rifes in Swabia, at the foot of the Schwarzwald, and erfpties itfelf into the Black 
Sea. The Rhine rifes in the Grifons in Switzerland. The Wefer is formed by the 
jun@ion of the Werra and Fulda, the firft of which rifes in Franconia, in the county 
of Henneberg, and the latter in the bifhopric of Fulda, in the circle of Upper 
Rhine. The Elbe rifes among the Giant Mountains in Silefia, and, like the Rhine 
and Wefer, runs into the North Sea: the Oder rifes in Moravia, and falls into the 
Baltic Sea. The chief lakes are, the Boden Sea, which is likewife called the Lake 
of Conftance, or Bregenz, between Swabia and Switzerland ; the Chierh Sea, in, 
Bavaria; and the Cirknitz Sea, in the dutchy of Carniok, in Auftria. 

Germany produces many forts of corn, namely, rye, wheat, millet, maize, oats, 
barley, rape, &c. a great deal of hemp and flax; many kinds of fruit, efpecially 
apples, pears, cherries, plums; in the fouthern part of the country citrons,. 
pomegranates, figs, almonds, chefnuts, &c.; in Tyrol, olive oil 3 and in Moravia 
fome rice; befides good wines, chiefly in the provinces adjacent to the Rhine, the 
Neckar, the Mofelle, and in Auftria; here and there filk and tobacco; in many 
parts abundance of wood for building and fuel; and in the forefts are found feveral 
{pecies of game, as ftags, deer, wild boars, hares; likewife bears, wolves, lynxes, 
&c. Many provinces have good breeds of horned cattle, horfes, fheep, and {wines 
alfo much honey and wax. Fith are very plentiful, efpecially falmon, carp, pike, 
eels, &c. The mines yield great quantities of filver, lead, copper, iron, quick- 
filver, and fome gold and tin. There are likewife many kinds of precious ftones, 
as cryftal, rubies, topazes, &c.; marble and alabafter, and abundance of falt,

. Hiftory of Germany, oe 


OR fome centuries after the birth of Chrift, Germany was divided into feveral’ 

hh which had no common fupreme head. ‘Upon the diffolution i, the 
weftern ‘apa empire arofe fix pa am eae namely, the Swabians, Allemans, 
Fak, fhe Cas ty ees angele eG 
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that at the time of Charlemagne all Germany was united in one kingdom, though» 
dependant upon and forming part of the Frankith empire. " The German nations 
before that period were governed by their own laws, and had hereditary dukes ;_ but 
they were deprived of their authority by Charles, »who fent counts or deputies as 
governors of the conquered provinces. In the year 800 he revived the title of Ro- 
man Emperor, which he affumed for himfelf and his defcendants. His fon Lewis 
fucceeded him, who divided the kingdom among his three fons, which caufed 
inceffant broils’and wars, whereby thefe countries were diftraéted, till, in the year 
843, theit differences were ,adjufted by an accommodation made at Verdun, by 
which Lewis the German obtained poffeffion of all Germany as far as the river 
Rhine, including the three cities of Spire, Worms, and Mentz. From that time 
Germany became an independent kingdom. In 870 Lewis conquered a great part 
of the kingdom of Lorraine; and in 879 his fon Lewis the Younger reduced the 
remainder: previpus to which he had fhared his paternal kingdom with his two 
brothers, Cartiian and Charles the Fat. The latter furviving the other two, inhe- 
rited their kingdoms, with the Imperial dignity sand thus the fovereignty over the 
whole ancient Frankifh monarchy, which included France and Italy, centred. in 
him; but being incapacitated for government by a natural imbecility both of body 
and mind, the ftates of the Empire depofed him in 887, and chofe Arnulph, the 
natural fon of his elder brother Carlman, Emperor of Germany.» This prince 
checked the progrefs of the Normans, who had made great devaftations in Germany, 
and with the affiftance of the Huns fubdued Bohemia, which paved the way for the 
fubfequent incurfions of thofe barbarians into the Empire. By the death of his fon 
‘Lewis the Child, in gt1, the male line of Charlemagne became extin&. Germany 
was, during this period, an hereditary kingdom ; but the power of its kings was 
‘limited by diets. The different provinces were governed by counts, and the fron= . 
tier diftri€ts by margraves, who defended them from hoftile attacks. The firft duke 
of Saxony, Ludolph, was created by Lewis the German, and the title afterwards. 
devolved to his younger fon Otto. 
“Upon the death of Lewis the Child the German ftates offered the Imperial crown 
: but he declining that dignity, Conrad, a Franconian lord, was unanimoufly 
jortly before his death he recommended to the ftates as his fucceffor, his 
lenry Duke of Saxony, fon of the above-mentioned Otto, About this 
the dutchies of Swabia, Franconia, and Bavaria, Henry II. again added 
cs FO Italy 
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[Italy and Lorraine to the Empire, and likewife reduced Jutland and Bohemia. The 
line of Saxon kings and emperors ended with Henry If. in 1024, during which 
time Germany remained an hereditary monarchy. 

The ftates then afflembled, and eleéted Conrad II. furnamed the Salic, who was. 
alfo acknowledged as Emperor by the Italian ftates. His fon united the kingdom 
of Burgundy to the Empire, and reduced Poland under his dominion. Henry III. 
depofed three popes, who had ftarted in oppofition to cach other,.and caufed one of 
this own appointment to be chofen in their ftead ; fince which time, upon. a. vacancy 
in the Papal chair, it has been cuftomary to give the Emperor information’of the cir-. 

cumftance, whereupon he fends an envoy to Rome, and: the candidate who. meets. 
his approbation is eleéted.. Hungary was for fome time tributary to the German. 
empire, but during the troubles under Henry IV. recovered its independence. The 
laft-mentioned prince was.excommunicated by. the Pope, and thereupon depofed by 
the ftates. By the death of Henry V. the male line of Franconian ener became 
extin& in 1115. 
At this time the Pope’s influence had increafed to fuch a degree, that -he caufed 


‘Lotharius Duke of Saxony to be elected Emperor, who after a war of ten years 
was acknowledged as fuch by all the German ftates. His fucceffor was Conrad of 


‘Hohenftaufen. 
The Emperor Frederic I. recovered. his lavescigale over the fee of Rome, and — 
obliged Poland to pay tribute, and take an oath of allégiance. The Pope again 
affumed great confequence in the difputed election of Philip and Otto IV. and from 
that time became full and fole matter of the city of Rome, poffeffing himfelf like- 
wife of the whole of the territories fince called the Ecclefiaftical State. Under Fre- 
deric 11. the German emperors loft all their influence in Italy, Upon the death of 
the laft Swabian emperor, in Pigs year 1254, William Count of Holland was 
elected, who died after a reign “of two. years; upon which followed a long inter- 
‘segnum; for though two kings were chofen at once, namely, Alphonfo of Caftile 
and Richard I. of England, yet as neither of them ever —_— $ their fie 
nity, the Empire was in fact without a fovereign all that Lai Pe as 
Germany was in fome meafure relieved from this \ unfettled ftate b 
Rudolph of Habsburg to the Imperial crown, who by 
the EleGtors was errs shi by the Count r 
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was appointed fucceffor: to Rudolph bythe Elector of Mentz, But neither they 


nor Albert I. of Auftria Were ever crowned emperors. Henry VII, and Lewis of 
Bavaria were both crowned emperors by cardinals from Rome. Upon the death of 
Lewis, Charles Prinee of Bohemia was unanimoufly acknowledged King of the 
Romans, and crowned Emperor at Rome. This emperor, by the title of Charles IV. 
at the diet of Nuremberg, in 1356, and at the dietof Metz, drew up thofe excellent 
regulations for the election of an emperor, which are {till obferved under the name 
of the Golden’Bull., During his lifetime his fon Wenceflaus was elected King of 
the Romans. The Pope ftill preferved his influence over the emperors, all of 
whom applied to him to confirm their elections, although, by a. refolution. of the 
Empire in 1338, it had been decreed unneceflary. But neither Wenceflaus nor the 
Count Palatine Rupert could obtain the Imperial crown. Their fucceffor Sigifmund, 
in a very {pirited manner, reafferted the Imperial authority over the Papal fee; and 
at the council of Conftance, in 1414, three popes were depofed, and a fourth 
appointed. By adecree likewife of this. council, and to its everlafting. difgrace, 
John Hufs and Jerome of Prague were burnt as heretics,. At the council of Bafle 
in 1431, many grievances of which the German.nation complained were redreffed. 
The reign of Albert II. of Auftria was veryfhort. Frederic III. of Auftria was 
crowned Roman Emperor by the Pope. During his life his fon Maximilian was 
chofen King of the Romans, and afterwards obtained of the Pope the title of Roman 
Emperor without going to-Rome. At the firft dietof the Empire held by him at 
Worms, in 1495,.the general chamber courtiof the Emperor and Empire was efta- 
blithed, and.in 1512 the Empire. was divided into ten circles, Charles V. fwore to 
a capitulation, and affamed. the title of Elected Roman Emperor, but afterwards, 
upon his journey through Italy, fuffered himfelf to be crowned by the Pope. This 
reign is remarkable for the reformation of religion begun by Martin Luther, which 
had the happieft effects. Many of the fovereign princes, convinced of the errors of 
popery, embraced his doctrines, and were called Proteftants, from protefting againft 
a decree of the dict of Spire in 1529. At the diet of Augfburg they folemnly deli- 
vered in their confeffion of faith, which was thence called the Augtburg Confeffion; 
n followed a religious war, which was terminated by the peace of Paffau in 
he mean time the Lutheran or Proteftant religion not only gained ground 

y» but likewife made a great progrefs in other ftates of Europe, 
re, his brother Ferdinand was elected King of the Romans as early. 
7 as 
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as the year 1531. It was this Emperor who eftablifhed the Aulic Council of the 
Empire. His fucceffor Maximilian 1. and Maximilidn’s fon Rudolph I. were 
both elected Kings of the Romans, but the latter would not fuffer his fucceffor to be 
chofen during his life. He was followed by his brother Matthias, in whofe capitu- 
lation it was ftipulated for the firft time, that the Electors fhould be allowed to 
choofe a King of the Romans, even againft the will of the Emperor. During the 
reign of Ferdinand II. a war broke out, which for thirty years deluged Germany 
with blood, and defolated the fineft provinces of the Empire., Under his fon and 
fucceffor Ferdinand II{. this war was terminated, in 1648, by the peace of Weft- 
phalia. Inthe year 1658 he was fucceeded by his fon Leopold I. by whom the 
diet of Ratifbon was opened in the year 1663; and in 1689 the Imperial chamber 
of juftice was removed from Spire to Wetzlar. This Emperor conferred on Erneft 
‘Auguftus Duke of Brunfwick-Liinenburg, ‘the ninth electoral dignity, and likewife 
permitted the Elector of Brandenburg to aflume the title of King of Pruffia. In 
the year 1705 he was fueceeded by his fon Jofeph in the Imperial dignity. Jofeph 
dying in 1711 without male iffue, the crown devolved to his brother Charles VI. 
‘The favourite object of Charles’s reign was the eflablifhment of the Pragmatic 
Sanction, to fecure the fucceflion to his daughter Maria Therefa, whom he after- 
wards gave in marriage to the Duke of Lorraine. He died in 1740, leaving no 
male iffue. 

No fooner was Charles in his grave than the Pragmatic Sanction was attacked on 
all fides by the very powers who had folemnly guaranteed it. After a vacancy of 
two years, the Imperial throne was at length filled up*by the Elector of Bavaria, 
who, fupported by French influence, affumed the title of Charles VII. in 1742. 
This dignity he did not enjoy long. Upon his death in 1745, the Duke of Lor- 
raine, at that time alfo Grand Duke of Tufcany, after fome difficulty was chofen 
Emperor by the title of Francis 4. This reign was difturbed by continual wars 
with the King of Pruffia, That monarch not only fucceeded in attaching the greateft 
part of the dutchy of Silefia to his dominions, but carried the war into the heart of 
the csp territories: but Francis beta? ate revailed on eg Ruffia to 
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ambition, attacked on all fides by fuch,a multitude of foes, mutt inevitably have 
been annihilated, had it not been for the fteady fupport of George II. of England, 
and the opportune death of his moft formidable enemy the Emprefs of Ruffia. 
This event took place in 1762; and her fucceffor, adopting pacific meafures, 
brought about the peace of Hubertlberg in 1763, which fecured the poffeflion of 
Silefia to his Pruffian Majefty. 

Francis dying in 1765, was fucceeded by his fon Jofeph II. who had been 
erowned King of the Romans the preceding year. This Emperor added to his ex- 
tenfive hereditary dominions, the kingdom of Gallicia and Lodomiria, by the cele- 
brated partition-of Poland in the year 1772. On the other hand, Brabant and Flan- 
ders were torn from him by a revolution in thofe provinces; and at the time of his 
death, in 1790, he was engaged in a bloody and expenfive war with the Turks. 

Leopold, the late Emperor, fucceeded his brother Jofeph. The French revolu- 
tion, and the connexions of the Houfe of Auftria with the royal family of France, : 
began to attract bis attention to that quarter. He was long irrefolute, but at length 
feemed to have determined on war, when he died fuddenly in March 1792, not 
without fufpicion of poifon. 

His fon Francis IJ.. was raifed to the Imperial throne in July following, and 
immediately. joined the coalition againft France. The confequence was, the con- 
queft of all his Italian poffeffions by. the French, after overrunning Savoy and Pied- 
mont; they likewife feized all the territories of the Empire on the weft bank of the 
Rhine, croffed that river, and reduced the greater part of the circle of Swabia, 
the archbithoprics of Mentz, Triers, and Cologne, together with the republics of 
Venice and Switzerland,, under their dominion: but by the treaty of Campo Formio 
in 1797, Francis had the addrefs to get the Venetian territories ceded to him as.a 
compenfation for the Netherlands. The ceflation of hoftilities. was not of long 
continuance, and the campaign of 1799 commenced under the moft aufpicious cir- 
cumftances to the caufe of the allies. The Archduke Charles gained two fignal - 
victories over the French, and by virtue of a treaty with the Court of Peterfburg, 
a formidable army of Ruffians, headed by the celebrated Suwarrow, marched through 
into ‘Italy, and with Lamaning rapidity completed the reconqueft of the Em-

The Circle of Upper Rhine. 


Et lies to the north-weft of Franconia, and is entirely divided by the circle of 
Lower Rhine. The moft remarkable rivers are the Rhine, the Mayn, and the 
Fulda. The country | is ‘in. general mountainous and woody, and produces corn,

wine, and metals. ‘The. inhabitants are partly Catholics, “partly Lutherans, and 
partly Calvinifts*. The direéting princes of the circle are the Bifhop of Worms, 
and the Eleétor Palatine, as Prince of Simmern. » The circular affemblies are held 
at Frankfort on the Mayn. The following provinces belong to this circle: 

I. The landgravate of Heffe. It includes the greateft part of this: circle, borders 
to the eaft on Upper Saxony; produces corn, wine, and metals, and’ has a good 
breed of cattle; and comprehends Upper and Lower Heffe, ‘and the county of 
Upper and Lower Katzenellenbogen. It is divided into Heffe-Caffel-and Heffe- 
Darmftadt +. , 

1. The Heffe-Caffel divifion includes Lower Hefle, part of Upper Heffe, and 
the county of Lower Katzenellenbogen. The principal towns are, Ca/ffe/, om the 
Fulda, in Lower Heffe, the capital and refidence of the landgrave, containing 21,000 
inhabitants. Hersfe/d, the capital of a principality belonging to Lower Hefle. 
_ Marburg, the capital of Upper Heffe, with an univerfity. Sz. Goar, on the Rhine, 
the chief town of the county of Lower Katzenellenbogen. The toll collected ‘here 
| from the Rhine, which is very confiderable, belongs to both the reigning houfes of 
— Heffe incommon. Langen-Schwalbach, a village in the county of Lower Katzen- 
_ ellenbogen, is noted for the fprings of mineral water in and near the place. 

2. The Heffe-Darmftadt divifion includes the greater part of Upper Heffe and 
the county of Upper Katzenellenbogen{. The chief towns are, Darmffadt, in the 
county of Upper Katzenellenbogen, the capital and refidence of the landgrave. 
Gieffen, a town in Upper Hefle, with a Lutheran univerfity. 

* The inhabitants of the bithoprics of Fulda, Spire, Worms, Strafburg, of the princely county of 
Salm, and of the county of Wartenberg, are Catholics; thofe of Hefle-Darmfladt, the principality of 
Naflau, the counties of Waldeck, Witgenflein, and Falkenftein, and in general of the five free Imperial 
cities, are Lutherans ; ‘thofe of Heffe-Caffel and of the county of Hanau-Miinzenberg are Calvinitts 5” 
of the principality of Zweybrivcken, and of the counties of Solms, Leiningen, and Upper Yfenburg, 
Lutherans and Calvinifis; of the bifhopric of Bafel and the county of Sponheim, Catholics and Cal- 
vinifts.

IIL. The principality of Zweybriicken or Deuxponts +, to the weft of Lautern, 
on the borders of France, a very mountainous country, and abounding in metals, 

Zweybriicken is the capital and refidence of the Duke of Zweybriicken. 

IV. Territories of the princes of Naflaut. They lie partly in the circle of 
Upper Rhine, partly in Weftphalia. Thofe belonging to the Upper Rhine are the 
counties of "Naffau-Weilburg and Naffau-Ufingen, which, with the diftriéts belong- 
ing to them, lie to the north of the Mayn, and the counties of Saarbriick and Saar- 
werden, which are fituated to the fouth-weft of Zweybriicken, The Prince of 
Naffau-Weilburg poffeffes the county of Naffau-Weilburg, and part of the county 
of Naffau-Saarwerden; the Prince of Naffau-Ufingen, the county of Ufingen ; 
and the Prince of Naffau-Saarbriick-Saarbriick, the county of Saarbriick, and part of 
Saarwerden. 

Weilburg, Ufingen, and Saarbriick, are the refidences of the three princes ; and 
Wifeaden, a populous town in the Naffau-Ufingen divifion, is celebrated for its 


warm baths.

HE countries belonging to this circle lie feattered py ee Rhine, ce 

Neckar, and Mofel. The latter rifes in France. in the Vogefian mountains, 

on the borders of Alface, and falls into the Rhine. The foil is in general very 

fruitful, and produces the beft wine of any in Germany. In the Lower Palatinate 

moft of the inhabitants are Lutherans or Calvinifts, but in the other parts Catholics. 

The direéting prince of this circle is the Elector of Mentz. The affemblies of the 
circle are held at Frankfort on the Mayn. It contains the following provinces :
